THE THIRD CHINA WAR. : 


The island of Chusan has been placed in charge of an Allied 
Commission, composed of Mr. Hughes, of H.M.’s Consular Ser- 
vice ; M. de Méritens, Attaché to the French Legation ; and 
Capt. Gritton, RM. They have published proclamations, inti- 
mating their authority, and forbidding anyone to establish 
himself at Ting-Hai without their permission. Sir Hope Grant 
was to proceed on the 30th May to the North, Gen. Napier 
had gone. A fleet of transports, with the following troops, 
was on the point of starting North :—Bedingfield’s Battery, 
Pennycuik’s Battery, the 2nd Battalion of the 60th Rifles, the 
3rd Buffs, the 2nd Battalion of the 1st Royals, the 1st Bat- 
talion of the 31st Regt., the 44th Regt., with the 8th and 19th 
Punjaub Infantry. 

In order to assimilate the pay of the European Regiments 
with that which they receive in India, the pay of every Euro- 
pean non-commissioned officer and soldier has been raised 2d. 
per diem. 

The artist of the IJustrated London News and others are 
accompanying the expedition. 

Mr. Thomas Dick, who has resigned his interpretership in the 
Supreme Court of Hong {Kong, has .becn appointed an inter- 
preter to the Force,-at a salary of £500 per annum, and is at- 
tached to the Commissarsat Department. 

The Forest Eagle, and the steamer Azof, both chartered] by 
HLM. Government, left Shanghai on tho 3rd May for Japan, The 
former took a large portion of the military train who will be 
employed in the transport of horses to the rendezvous ; the 
latter will keep up communication between the ports of Japan. 
The Sin Tuck-kee go down is being prepared for the reception of 
200 of the Royal Marines now on board H.M.S. Assistance, the 
remainder will be transferred to the troop-ship Octavia, hourly 
expected from Chusan. The Assistance will then proceed to 
long Kong for more troops. 


(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 


Up to the present time nothing whatever has transpired in 
respect to the specific operations which it may be the intention 
to undertake in the neighbourhood of the Peiho, nor docs it 
seem probable that anything definite will bo determined on 
until the arrival of Lord Elgin, as the main body of the English 
portion of the expedition force is still encamped on the Cowloon 
shore of Hong Kong harbour, the movement to the north hay- 
ing, in reality, only commenced during the past week (with the 
exception of the arrival of the 67th and 99th regiments at 
@husan last month.) The following troops have embarked and 
sailed for Chuean since the 14th inst. :—1st and 2nd Foot ; 
left wing, 31st Foot ; seven companies 44th Foot, 2nd battalion 
60th Rifles, and two regiments of Scik Infantry. The whole 
of these regiments are in sailing transports, and will not be 
towed. It is not expected in the present stage of the South- 
West monsoon that they will reach their. destination much

under one month from the date of their sailing from here. The 

67th, 99th, and 400 marines are now in peaceful occupation at 

Chusan, where there is no doubt they will be a great acquisition 

to the revenue of the place. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Barry's Armstrong batiery is still at 
Cowloon, and Major Millwards’ which left England at the same 
timo in the Himalaya, in® January last, arrived here two days 
ago in the Imperatriz, twenty-four hours after the English 
mail came in, which the Jmperatrize had preceded from Sues 
fourteen days. Probyn’s Horse (Sikh Cavalry), 600 strong, 
embark with their horses to-morrow for Chusan, in eight trans- 
ports, The other Sikh Cavalry corps (Fane’s Horse) 400 
strong, with seventy troopers of the King’s Dragoon Guards, 
will remain in the meantime at Cowloon, Mojor Hacket, Ensign 
Rennie, Paymaster Hart, Assistant-Surgeon McDowel, and 120 
men of the 44th regiment, embarked the day before yesterday 
in the Forerunner transport as a guard over Chinamen enlisted 
for service in the military train. This is a precaution found 
indispensable, owing to the large number of them that desert 

‘as soon as they reccive the advance of two months for which 
they stipulate prior to embarking for scrvice in the north. 

Upwards of 5,000 of these enterprising cclestials have 

already been enlisted, and the corps now constitutes 

a supplementary battalion to the Military Train, and 
\ from its equipment consisting solely of long bamboo 

poles for carrying weights, it has been facctiously styled the 

“Bamboo Rifle Brigade,” which sobriquet the corps is now 

generaly knowa by, The men composing it are all Celestials, 

They are provided by the Government with food and clothing, 

and receive as pay nine dollars per month (equal at present to 

about £2 3s. 4d.), which is the lowest sum that John China- 

man has felt inclined to take for the peculiar and not over 
\ patriotic service in which he is about to embark. Enlistment 
goes onbriskly, but the great difficulty is the retention of them 
afterwards, as they avail themselves of every opportunity to 
slip off with their two months’ advance of pay, and then re- 
enlist, their identification (short of branding their skins) being 
a physical impossibility, from the close resemblance that they 
bear to one another. 

The following, it is believed, will be the brigades, with their 
respective commanding officers, though it is not improbable 
that some alteration will be made in the brigadiers, nothing 
yet being definitely settled with the exception of the divisional 
commands :—

Hong Kong is garrisoned by the Provisional Battalions, con- 
sisting of the depots of the regiments proceeding to the North, 
‘and the 21st Madras Native Infantry. The 87th Fusiliers have 
procecded to Canton, where they are to be stationed. The fol- 
Jowing detachments arrived by the English steamer on the 20th 
inst. :—GO0th Rifles, Licut. Morah, and one sergeant ; 31st Foot, 
Ensign Mansfield and 6 men ; Army Hospital Corps, Staff Surgeon 
Rennie, M. D,, three sergeants and fifty men. The Army Hos- 
pital Corps have arrived most opportuncly, a large detachment 
of this corps being in the Melbourne steam-transport, which is 
not likely to be here for some time, owing to the accident to her 
machinery ; and we believe that the want of the men was be- 
ginning to be felt by the medical authorities. Sir Hope Grant 
and Admiral Hope are here at present; Generals Michel and 
Napier have gone North. The greater portion of the French 
force has left this. Oxe of their largest transports, the Zsere, has 
been ost on the coast since leaving here for the North ; all 
hands have been saved, but she went down with 400 tons of 
gunpowder, and all the harness for their field artillery. The 
Adelaide steam storeship has arrived at Singapore, where she 
remains until the arrival there of the remainder of the King’s 


Dragoon Guards ; she will ‘then proceed on to this place with

CHINA. 
HONG KONG. 
{ (From a Correspondent.) 

The Mafls from London of the 10th of April reached this on 
the 20th of May. 

T have deferred writing until the latest moment, in hope that 
I should have some intelligence of importance to trausmit from 
the North, by the mail leaving to-morrow, the 23rd. The 
Shanghai mail has, however, brought no items of importance, 
and with the exception of ‘a canard, not received here, of the 
death of the Emperor of China, political news is stagnant; we 
hear, indeed, of large arrivals of French who have already 
begun to land, but active operations seem to be quiescent ; 
this, however, is no sign of dilatoriness on the part of the 
Allied Powers, but must be attributed more to the news which 
you have yourselves forwarded from England. Until the arrival 
of the Ambassadors nothing demonstrative will take place ; it 
seems to be an accepted thing that diplomacy will be carried 
to the utmost to produce a bloodless result. The great arma- 
ments which are assembled. on and about the Chinese waters are 
at present to be regarded more as an argunentum ad rationem 
than a dircct hostile force. The wish is, that the ends desired 
be obtained if possible without firing a shot, and unless Chinese 
obstinacy prevails to a more than usual degree, such will be the 
result, Those officers who were engaged at the disastrous at- 
tempts at the Peiho make no sceret of their fears that the day 
for their quittance is far off, and that'a peace will be arranged, 
which will not leave them the opportunity of wiping out the 
mud of that affair. ; 

We hear also that the Chinese are fortifying the entrances 
with great activity, and if those who have received shot can 
judge of the senders, the commandants of the Chinese forts 
have European facesandnames ending in “ off.” The general im- 
pression, in fact, is, that Russian engincers aré engaged. Much of 
this, however, must be received cum granc. News from Peking is 
proverbially false, andthe presence of a few Russian adventurers. 
should not be allowed the weight which bus been given to it by 
many here. : 

In all contests with Chinese the policy undoubtedly is procrasti- 
nation, and in spite of their endearours to make tho country 
appear wealthy, we may be assured that the real truth is the 
reverse. The Chinese are not, as a nation, rich, though this is a 
secrct which they studiously conceal, even from themselves, 
They will bluster to the last moment, and even deceive their 
own officials as to tho results of any action which might take 
place. Fraudulent with worse than worst Thessalian fraud 
they are to be trusted only while the influence of the almighty 
dollar is patent. The very town of Hong Kong, under the rule 
of the English, is not safe from them at night, and in the north 
we hear that singlo individuals venturing amongst them are 
frequently murdered. A sergeant of Marine Artillery, who not 
long ago left the shore at Shanghai for his ship, was lost for 
three days, and then found floating with his skull beaten in, A 
private of the same corps was despatched in a similar way. It 
would appear that these unfortunate men left in boats when 
attacked from behind. They were soon rendered senseless. 
‘When I was in Rome and Naples I heard of assassination, but 
the cities of China will equal them, and that is saying much. 

‘We hear to-day that the admiral is to leave his flag ship, the 

Chesapeake, stationed here, and will, on the 27th, take a 
steamer to the North. This may be true, and it is endorsed 
by the Daily Press here. I also hear that he will await tho 
arrival of Lord Elgin and the Baron de Gros. It is not mate- 
rial which course he takes, as no manifestation of force will 
take place, except to repel force used against the passage of 
the diplomatists. 

This town is now like a fair ; streets thronged with every 
description of uniform and cast of countenance. The Parsee, 


the French, the Sikh, and the Jack Tar, make a confused med- ~_ 


ley amongst Malays, Chinamen, and nondescripts. To attempt 
any lengthened description would be to piracise on Albert Smith, 





and, after all, answer no practical purpose. 
Leave from here the day after to-morrow for the north, and 
pope by next mail to have’ some intelligence of importance to 
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communicate, more than the fact of the existence of a large 
force at Hong Kong, and a general ignorance as to the ultimate 
uses to which it is to be turned. 

The Commissariat department have in this expedition be- 
haved so as to deserve great commendation ; and the Crimea 


“has been a very useful lesson, bitterly though it was bought. 


- 


All our vessels have arrived, with the troops in an unusually 
healthy and satisfactory condition. If care in providing for the 
wants of an expeditionary force aid the success of it, ours has 
every chance of being victorious. Supplies are bought up and 
forwarded ; arrangements for the sick and wounded are made, with 
every care for their comfort. The greatest good feeling seems 
to exist among all concerned, and if the attack is sounded it 
will be answered by a vigorous response. 

‘The mail will close almost directly, and having touched upon 
the most important part of the expedition, I shall conclude, 
hoping for more matter and less argument next time.

® No apparent change has occurred in the position of diplo- 
matic affairs, except that Kweiliang has been made senior 
guardian to the heir apparent, and it is rumoured that 
tmother Mantchu of high rank has been appointed to deal with 
Foreign affairs. The orth China Herald published a report 
that despatches had arrived from Peking, containing a pacific 
overture from Pang, one of the chief Secretaries of State, and 
contradicted it in its next issue. 

The Shanghai races are said to have gone off most miserably. 
The first day was very cold and windy ; it was therefore very 
unpleasant to stand and look on.

EXPORTS. 

Tea.—At Foo Chow the new season’s crop was daily 
expected, and the first shipment would be made in June. 
The prices are expected to open at 33 taels for the best 
Kaisows. The settlements of the fortnight are confined 
to 260 cheste and 450 half-chests Congou, at 9 to 18} tael 
for low dusty to middling flavoury, the stock being re 
duced to 1,500 chests very low and ordinary. At Can- 





ton the settlements of the fortnight have been a mere 
bagatelle—say 1 chop, Congou to 31 taels; 5,000 boxes scented 
Orange Pekoe, 17 to 18 taels; 100 half chests plain Orange 
Pekoe; 800 taels Oolong, and-150 chests Flowery Pekoe. The 
stock unsold is 4 chops Congou; 3,000 half chests country 
packed Young Hyson; 800 half chests ditto; Imperial and 
Gunpowder, and 1,000 boxes scented teas. Regarding the new 
teas, the Tyshan Congous should have been at market some 
weeks ago—their detention is attributed to the transit duties on 
them not having been arranged. The tea men talk of 
33 taels for them, which is double the usual price. The 
quality is good, but not so good as last year, The leaf 
for making scented teas is reported short and inferior. A few 
thousand piculs have been smuggled to Macao to the great 
chagrin of the Customs authorities. As for the new Oonams 
and Oopacks, musters are expected on the 20th of June, but no 
hope can be entertained of the stock arriving until the in- 
surgents are pnt down. Shanghai: The transactions of the 
fortnight have been so insignificant, owing to the paucity of 
supply and the total absence of current descriptions of black, 
that they are hardly worth noticing, except to show the exces- 
sive rates shippers are willing to pay. The scason may be said 
to be closed. 

Raw Sitx.—Shanghai: Buyers having evinced a strong dis- 
position to invest, notwithstanding the refuse character of the 
remaining stock, more business has been transacted during the 
fortnight than could have been reasonably anticipated. The 
settlements reported exceed 2,000 bales, making a total to date 
of 64,500 bales (including 4,000 bales Japan) for the season, 
or 14,000 bales less than at same period last scason. The set- 
tlements show an advance of 5 to 10 tacls on the common 
sorts. The unsold stock is computed at 1,200 bales. The 
supplies from the country come in very sparingly, and consist 
of the lowest descriptions, being principally common Throwns, 
and kinds usually considered unfit for export. In fact, it may 
be said that tho season is over and the market swept. The new 
silk will be late, and it is not expected at market until the 
middle of next month—the extent of the yield is matter of 
conjecture. The following are the current quotations :— 
Tsatlee,-No. 1 and 2, taels, none; 3, 385 to 390 per picul; 
4 and 6, 350 to 370. Taysaam, No.1, 350 to 360.}

THIRD CHINA WAR. 
(COMMUNICATED.) 


‘Three millions eight hundred thousand pounds are asked by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer as this year’s estimated expenditure, for the expedition 
against China—sometimes called war tn China, at other times with China— 
justas it best suits the purpose of the Speaker. First it was war in China, 
as the Premier called it; then came the Elgin treaty ; and, finally, Mr. 
Bruce’s peaceable mission, resulting in the Peihodisaster. Why ? because, in- 
stead of going, or attempting to go, with areasonable escort, he must go 
armed to the teeth, and thus set at nought all professions of perpetual peace 
and friendship. Mr, Bruce is fortunate; appointed under the Derby Ad- 
‘ministration, furnished with Lord Malmesbury’s iostructions, he is sustained 
‘by the Administration of which his brother is a member, and thus both par- 
‘ties support him. Called from an easy life in Egypt, with a salary of 
/ £8,000 per annum, supported by an outfit of £3,000, of course he could not 
[ do otherwise than endeavour to find work to justify this liberal remune- 
ation. 


Her Majesty's Goversment has approved Mr. Bruce's proceedings, and 
the people's representatives have eanctioned them ; the.efore, the hss said 
about them the better. 

No doubt this time it will be war with China, should its Government not 
become wise in time, and that it will !e s, of this our fai:hful ally and 
partner in this concern will take care. I fvar that the present affair settled, 
other diffcult‘es will soon be created to case another expedition. Towar's 
China we act as to an uncivilised nation, but require her go a + t wards ys 
as one of the most civilised nation: 


Mr. Bruce, in his letter to te Senior Secretary of Stat -, Pang-Wan-Chang, 
dated in March, 1860, says, “ The undera'gned has further to obseve, that 
the outrage at the Peih> has compelled her Maje ty's G vernment to in- 
crease her forces in Chiva at a cons‘derable cost, and the contributions that 
may be required from the Chinese Government towards defray ng this expense 
will be greater or less according to the promptitude with which the demands 
above made are satisied in ‘ull by the Imperisl Government.” Mr. 
Bruce, in his despatches to Lord John Russell, da‘ed Shanghai, the 
7th of March, 1860, says, “ I have been influenced in this dec'sion by the 
consideration that the French we-e asking positively for an indemnity, 
while we were demanding none. Mature deliberation on all such intelligence 
asT have been able to collect assures me at the same time that it is not the 
money question which will drive the Chinese Government to war. The 
treasury is empty, but the merca:ti‘e commun'ty continues solvent, and appre. 
Aend no difficulties on the score of txdemnity.” No doubt Mr. Bruce con- 
siders it advantageous, as regards the Chinese Government, that the proposals 
of the two Powers should be, as much as possible, in harmony. Most con- 
venient this harmony is, as it enables now the one, and then the other, am- 
bas.ador to justify his acts, because his honourable colleague suggested or 
coincided in his own suggestions. 

Lord Elgin failed to discover how the indemnity could be obtained from 
an empty exchequer, but Mr. Bruce knows China better, He plainly sug- 
gests that the uncivilised China mandarins can squeeze any amount out of 
the Chinese commercial community. 

Of course France will demand, say another four millions, making a sum 
of only eight millions sterling. Mr. Gladstone most probably, when the 
discussion about the vote comes on, w.ll tell the House that it is only an 
advance, an investment, and of course the House will be satisfied, not troub- 
ling itself about the question if we go to war against the Chinese Govern- 
ment or against the Chinese commercial commanity. What will our Man- 
chester friends say to a squeeze of eight millions from their custo:ners ? 












PARLIAMENTARY INTELLIGENCE. 


THE CHINA WAR, 

In the House of Commons, Last xramt, Mr, B, CoouRane moved, by way 
of amendment, “ That in order to remove one great obstacle of peice with 
China, the British Plenipotentiary be instructed not to insist on the fulfil- 
ment of the third article of the Treaty of Tien-tein, by which his Majesty 
the Emperor of China agrees that the ambassador, minister, or other diplo- 
matic agent, appointed by her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain may 
reside with his family and establi hment, permanently at the capital, or 
may visit it occasionally, at the option of the British Government.”— 
Lord Jonx Rossgut objected tothe form of the motion. The instructions 
to ambassadors emanated from the Sovereign, and could not with propriety 
be altered by the House of Commons, ‘Ihe proper mode of proceeding 
would have been by an address to the Crown. He proceeded to combat the 
policy ndvocated by the hon. member, insisting upon the expediency of se- 
curing for the British envoy the same privilege of residence at Peking 
already enjoyed by the Russian ambassador. The amendment was nega- 
tived without a division.—A vote of £443,000, as repayment to the East 
India Exchequer, on account of expenses incurred in China, was then 
moved by bir. 8. Herpeat. In the course of the discussion which ensued, 
the CHANCELLOR of the ExcEquenr entered into various details respecting the 
financial and other results ar.sing or anticipated from the war. He 
also vindicated his own consistency, and that of some of his colleagues, in 
opposing the war with China in 1857, and supporting the present one. 
Lord J. Russet also justified the declarat on of war, which he contended 
hid become indispensable to vindicat2 the honour and. dignity of England, 
after the outrage committe] on the Peiho. It was a terrible calamity, but 
‘one which the present Government could not avoid, and which they had 
inherited from their predecessors, Mr. T. Barina observed that the war 
was said to be waged for the promotion of trade, ‘The fact was that traders 
did not wish for war, and felt the graveat suspicions of diplomacy. Lord 
Panmersron said that trade could not be safe in any country where English- 
men did not enjoy righ:s and securities formally recognised and secured by 
treaty. ‘The vote was agreed to, 

The Times of this morning, in refcrence to this debate, 
says :— 

“ Mr. Gladstone washes his hands of the deficiency altogether. ‘The 
truth of the matter is,’ he says, ‘that it is utterly impossible to estimate the 
entire charge for a war arising under circumstances such as those 
in which that with China or'ginated.’ This is a lofty style of dealing 
with all objectors; but common taxpaying people may persist in asking why 
Mr. Gladstone did not say all this before. Why is it that, believing it to be 
impossible to calculate for one year in advanee the expense of a war in China, 
he committed himself to a distinct estimate four millions short of the reality, 
and, so far from suggesting that this estimate was necessarily fallacious, in- 
duced the Houss of Commons, upon the strength of it, to tamper with the 
fixed revenues of the eountry ?”

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH ASIA, 


We unzerstan | that a vast plan for establishing a permanent. telegraphic 
connection by land between Kurope and the principal countries of Asia has 
been submitted to the Emperor Napoleon. The projector proposes to com- 
mence his line at Par's, conducting it through Belgrade, Constantinople, 
Teheran, Calcutta, Malacca, Canton, Peking, &e., to Vehrings Straits, 
where a sulsmatine cable will carry it over into North America. Skirting 
the western cast of that vast continent, the line would pas throngh San 
Francisco, and thence through Mexico, Panava, Lima, and Valparaiso, 
Here, turning off at a right angle, it is to cro 6 the continent through luenos 
Ayres, aud e:d at Rio de Janeiro, Will nut, we ace inclined to ask, the 
bacharons stat» of many of the countries through which the line is to pass 
render its sccurity extremely precarious 1

According to an official report published in the Wiadamoski, 
two discoveries had been made by the Russian squadron, one of 
them being the port of Nachodka, in 42 deg. 45 min. N.L., and 
133 deg. 3 min. 30 sec. EL. from Greenwich ; the other was 
arocky island in the Sea of Japan, called by the Russians 
Waywoda—the name of the corvette that discovered it—and 
situated in 42 dey. 14 min. 30 sec. N.L., and 137 deg. 17 min. 
EL. According to this report the English charts of the coasts 
of Corea aud Nipon are very incorrect. ‘The Russian surveying 
cflicers have gone over the whole of the ground and prepared a 
new and correct sct of charts fur those waters, which are now 
being engraved and will be pubiishcd by the Russian Naval 
Department. 

In the sitting of the Geographical Socicty M. Abramoff read 
an interesting paper on his late visit to the Lake of Nor-Zaissan 
in Chinese Djungaria, and situated to the south of the Altai 
chain of mountains. This vast and nearly unknown lake lies 
between 47 deg. 50 min, 48 deg. 30 min. N.L., and 101 deg., 
to 108 deg. 50min, ELL, and measures 130 wersts in length, 
its breadth varying between 15 and 30 wersts:— 

“ According to M. Abramoff the area of the lake is 3,768 square wersts, 
and the surface of the water 1,800 Krglish feet above the level of the sea, 
Its banks are low and mostly covered with reeds, From the month of No- 
vember to the ensuing May the lake is frozen over. It contains great abun- 
dance cf fish of all sorts. The surprising richness of this fishery has 
attracted a large number of Russians who, without much caring for its bei 
on Chinese teiritory or obtaining permission from the Chinese authorities, 
have established themselves, The Chine e officials wink at the illegality of 
the proceedings, but are not averse to deriving some profit from them in the 
shape of an annual tribute, ‘The Governor inquires most kindly after the 
health of the Czar, the inspector hopes mest devontly that the Emperor of 
China is quite well, the Amban would be delighted to bear that the Russians 
have no cause to complain of any excesses or irregularities committed by 
Chinese subjects, &e. ‘These sterectype questions having becn put and vatie- 
factorily answered, the Amban expresses his hopes that the amicab'e rela- 
tions existing between the two nations may never be interrupted. As for 
the presents he at first flatly refused to accept them, but on being pressed he 
relents by degrees till it ends in his accepting them with gratitude. 

The duties of the Governor-General of East Siberia have so 
much increased since the annexation of the Amoor country, that 
it has been found needful to relieve him of a part of them. 
Major-General Korsakoff has been therefore appointed his alter 
ego, and carrics on the business of the country as Vice Governor- 
General, till the return of Count Murawicff-Amoorsky to Irkutzk 
in the ensuing autumn. 

Last week an Embassy from the Tycoon of Japan arrived in 
this city with some valuable presents from that potentate to the 
Emperor of Russia. Amongst them is a saddle of the most 
beautiful and novel workmanship, which is looked upon by all 
who have seen it as a most extraordinary production of Japanese 
art, and is the wonder of the day here. 














HOLLAND. 
Amsterpam, July 8. 
The elections being now concluded, the Second Chamber of 
the States General is convoked for the despatch of business on 
the 10th inst. at two pa. One half of the members went out 
by rotation, but a good many of them ‘ave been re-elected. 
The Netherlands Trading Company has again advertised for 





tenders for more vessels for Java. They must be either new 
ships or such as have already been chartered by the company in 
1858 or 1859, and must be ready to sail by the middle of this 
month, Those tendered and now on their passage out must be 
placed at the disposal of the factory at Batavia on or before the 
16th November next. The same company has also advertised 
for tenders to charter a vessel of 500 tons to load a cargo of 
piece goods from this country to Sumatra, and bring back a re- 
turn cargo of native produce, This ship must be ready to saik 
by the 10th inst. cither from Amsterdam or Rotterdam, as may 
be required. At the same time they advertise for tonnage in a 
vessel loading for Sourabaya to take] out a steam engine of 60- 
horse power aud about 16 tons weight, to sail the end of this 
month. 


From Nicuwe Deep we learn that the chartered transport 
Amsterdam, Captain Wiegmint, has sailed from that port for 
Batavia with a detachment of culonial troops consisting of 125 
men, under the command of Major Hood, of the Artillery, 
accompanied by the Lieutenants of the Infantry, W. A. Coblyu 
and P. van den Abecle. 

The committce appointed last session, by the Second Cham- 
ber, to examine the Government plan for the emancipation of 
the slaves in the West Indies, has finished its labours. The re- 
port which has been printed for distribution among the mem- 
bers is very unfavourable, It denounces the measure as a 
decided step backwards, and stamps it as masked slavery. It 
sil no doubt mect with violent opposition, and be eventually 
lost. : 

Mr. H. Kleyn van der Poll, hitherto Resident of Bezokie, is 
appointed to be Resident of Cheribon. 


The Colonial Minister advertises for an efficient director of” 
steam engine repairs for five years’ service in India at the naval 
arsenal at Onrust, under the following favourable conditions — 
Salary, 300 florins per month (£300 per annum), with a rise of 
20 florins per month after three years’ service, up to 400 florins; 
free passage out as Government official, with cabin accommoda-- 
tion and food as first-class passenger, together with a gratifica- 
tion of 500 florins for outfit, and salary to commence on the 
day of sailing. 








UNITED STATES. 
New York, June 30, 

The Great Eastern arrived here to-day. She reached the 
dock without the least trouble. An immense crowd assembled 
and much enthusiasm was manifested, The greatest distance 
which the Great Eustern ran in one day was 333 miles ; the 
short was 254 miles. The greatest speed attained during the 
voyage was 144 knots per hour. 

The Japanese embassy continued to be lionised in New 
York, where they arrived on the 16th of June. They received 
with great cordiality a committee of twenty-four gentlemen 
from tho New York Chamber of Commerce ; and, in response 
to an appropriate address, they replied that they hoped for 
more extended commercial intercourse between Japan and the 
United States, and courteously invited the committee to call 
again and inform the embassy more fully of the desires and 
designs of the Americans. The reported death of the Tycoon 
was soon contrailicted. 


‘The Embassy sailed this day in the Niagara round the 
Cape of Good Hope. 


The brig Julia D. Rogers had arrived at San Francisco in twenty-eight 
days from Japan, bringing highly important intelligence. The Japanese 
Government is reported to be in a very untettled state ; a large political 
influence evidently being against the new policy with regard to intercourse 
to foreigners. It is stated that a battle had been fought near Jeddo, in 
which a prince had been killed, but no particulars are given. The captains 
of the foreign ves in the harbonr of Kamajama had been notified to be 
prepared for an attack, as the Government might not be able to aftord them 
Protection, The Government is represented to be considerably frightened 
at the extent of the defection, and its disposition with regard to carrying 
out the treaty with America was in consequence vaciliating. 











COMMERCIAL. 

The reception of the Japanese has led to much excitement, and the cere- 
monies carried out in honour of their arrival on the 16th inst., tended to inter- 
fere, to scme extent, with business, Considerable transactions have been 
made in some kinds of Indian goods ; sales of 10,000 bags of Manila sugars 
were made at °7c., wsu»l time, leaving a moderate stock in first hands, 
Manila hemp is unchanged ; stocks in market,and in the hands of manu 
facturers, are large, Soles of 2,000 bales were made-at 6c. to 8c. Bales 
of 40,000 mats of Cassia were made on the 16th,.at 19c. to 194c. 

The market continues te be in good demand for cotton-piece goods for 
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shipment to China. The exports the past week embraced 3,765 packagey, 
which amounted in value to $206,199. . 

The Money Market continues easy at 44 to 5 on call, and at 5 to6 per 
cent. on good 6 months’ paper. United States’ Bonds, and the better class 
Railway Bonds, are firm and in good demand. The speculation shares are 
imegular ; standing bills on London closed to-day 109} to 1094 asked for 
Bankers’ Bills, 

The imports at this port the past week amounted to 3,860,147. Pre- 
viously, since January 1st, $100,182,243 ; total, $104,041,390. The total 
exports for the same time to $17.657,524.

The Tariff Bill, be‘ore the United States Senate, has been indefinitely 
postponed, as was predicted. 

Tra.—The latest advices from China have imparted more confidence to 
operators, inasmuch as there seems no speedy prospect now of a peaceful 
settlement of the existing difficulties with the Western Powers, and the 
trade have purchased more freely. Speculators, too, have again entered the 
market, but we cannot learn their operations are based on any other than 
the ascertained short supply, the prospect of active hostilities, as we under- 
stand it, not entering into the chances for profit, &c. In this state of 
things holders are extremely firm, and business, in consequence, is restricted. 
We notice among the eales 2,000 half chests Green, in lots; 1,200 ditto 
Souchong, p.r Jrvincisle; and 500 ditto Ovlong, all at full prices, and 
almost entirely from second hands. 

Srices.— Cas-ia has again been in active speculative request, and the sales 
reach 46,000 mats at 19 to 20 cents, less 3 per cent. cash; besides which 
we notice 200 bags Pepper at 8} to 8} cents; 17 kegs and 10 cases No. 1 
Nutmege, part 45, 6 mos.; and 105 bags Pimento, tf cash. There is now 
no Cassia to be had below 20 cents. The absorption of vessels at the China 
ports by the Rritish Government for the transportation of troops promising 
materially to interfere with regular trade.

THE ALLIED CONVENTION FOR PRIZES IN CHINA. 


The following Convention entered into between her Majesty 
the Queen of Great Britain and his Majesty the Emperor of the 
French :— 


Act. I, Whena joint capture shall be made by the naval forces of the 
two countries, the adjudivation thereof shall belong to the jurisdiction of the 
country whose flag shall have been borne by the officer having the superior 
Command in the action. 


Art. II, When a capture shall be made by a cruiser of either of the two 
allied nations in the presence and in the sight of a cruiser of the other, 
such craiser haring thus contributed to the intimidation of the enemy and 


enccuragement of the captor, the adjudication thereof shall belong to the 
jurisdiction of the actual captor. 


Art. I1I.—In case of the enpture of a merchant vessel of one of the 
two countries, the adjudication of such capture shall always belong to the 
jurisdiction of the country of the captured versel. The cargo shall be dealt 
‘with, as to the jurisdiction, in the same manner as the vessel. 





Art. IV. In cate of condemna:ion under the circumstazces described in 
the preceding articles :-— 

1. If the capture shall have been made by the vessels of the two nations 
whilst act.ng in conjunction, the net proceeds of the prize, alter deducting 
the necessary expenses, shall be divided into as many shares as there were 
men on board the capturing vessels, without reference to rank, and the shares 
belonging to the men on board the vessels of the ally shall be paid and de- 
livered to such person as may be duly authorised ‘on behalf of the allied 
Government to receive the same; and the distribution of the amount be- 
longing to each vescel shall be made by cach Government according to the 
laws and regulations of the country. : 

2. If thecapture shall have been made by cruisers of either of the two 
allied nations in the presence, and in sight of a cruiser of the other, the 
division, the payment, and the distribution of the net proceeds of the prize, 
after deducting the ncccssury expenses, shall likewise be made in the manner 
above mentioned. 

3. If a capture, made by a cruiser of one of the two countries, shall have 
been adjudicated by the courts of the other, the net proceeds of the prize, 
after deducting the necessary expenses, shall be made over in the same 
manner tothe Government of the captor, to be distributed according to its 
laws and regulations. 

Ar. V. The commanders of the vessels of war of their Majesties shall, 
with regard to the sending in and delivering up of prizes, contorm ty tie 
instructions annexcd to the present convention, and which the two Govern- 
ments reserve to themselves to modify by common coxsent, if it should ve- 
come necessary, 

Art. VL. When, with a view to the execntion of the present convention, 
it shall b-come neccesary to proceed to the va'uation of a captured vessel of 
war, the culevlation shall be according to the real value o: the same; and 
the allied Government shall be entitled to delegate one or more c-mpetent 
offvers to assist in the valuation, In case of disasreement, it shall be de- 
cided by lot which officer shall have the casting voice 

Art VIL. The crews of the captured vessels shail be dealt with according 
to the laws and regulations of the country to whi.h the present ¢ nvention 
attributes the adjudication of the prize. 

Art. VIII. With regard to the mode of division of trophies and booty 
which may be captured by the combin:d land forces of their Majesties, it is 
agreed :— 

1, That flags, cannon, and other articles which may be considered as tro- 
phies, captured by co:ps, or partsof corps, belonging to the land forces of the 
two countries, and acting in common, with or with-ut the co-operation of the 
combined naval forces, shall be equally divided between the two Go- 
Yernnients, 

2. That such division shall be made by corps. 

8. That the first choice for eich kind of trophy shall be decided by lot, 
between the two Commanders-in-Chiet. 

4. That the division of booty and of the value of trophies, such as cannon, 
tumbrils, and other articles which are capable of leing valued, shall be 
made between the two Governments, acco:ding to the number of men who 
shall have co--perated at the captnre, without deducting those who shall 
have fallen in the action, in order that the proceeds may be distributed ac- 
cording to the law of each country. 

5. That disputed questions which may arise with regard to the diatribu- 
tion of booty shall be decided by a mixed commission, which shall sit at 
Paris, and shall be composed of two delegatss, one English and the other 
French, appointed by their respective Governments, ‘hose delegates, be- 
fore entering upon the performance of their duties, shall name two persons, 
of whom one shall be chosen by lot to act as an umpire inall cases in which 
they may themselves differ in opinion, The decision of the delegates oz of 
the umpire, as the case may be, shall be final and without appeal. 

6. That whenever it may be necessary to make a valuation upon the spot 
of any article captured, it shall be done by a mixed coumission, composed of 
competent officers, 

Art, 1X. The present convention shall be ratified, and the ratifications 
shall be exchanged at Paris within ten days from this date or sooner if pos- 
sible, 























INSTRUCTIONS TO THE COMMANDERS OF THE FORCES. 


Art. I. When, after a common action, i: is your duty to prepare a report 
or statement of any capture, you will be careful to ind cate precis-ly the 
hiames of the vessels of war present at the action, of their commanders, and, 
as far as possible, the number of men on board, without distinction of rank, 
You will send a copy of this report to the officer of the ullied forces, who 
will have the chief command in the action, and you wili confirm yourself 
to the instructions of that officer in all that conc.rns the measures to Le 
taken in the adjudication of the prizes thus taken by common action. If 
the action has been commanded by an officer of your own country, you will 
confirm yourself to your national regulat ons, and you will send to the offi- 
cer highest in rank of the allied Power present at the action a certified copy 
of the report. 

Art. Il. When you have effected a capture in presence and view of an 
allied vessel of war, you will mention precisely in your report if such eap- 
ture isa vessel of war, and in your statement if it is a vessel of commerce, 
the number of men which you had on boerd at the commencement of the 
action, without distinction of rank, a8 well as the name of the vessel of 
war in view, and the number of men on board, likewise without distinction 
of rank. You will send a ceriified copy of your report or statement to the 
commander of such vessel. 

Art. IIT. When, in case of violation of blockade of transport of contra- 
band article:, of enemy's troops, of land or set, or of officil despatches of 
or for the enemy, it becomes your duty to arrest and seize a merchant vessel 
of the ailied nation, as s20n as required, 

1, To prepare a statement declaring the place, date, and reason of the 
arrest, the name of the ve-sel, of the captain, the number of men on board, 
and, further, a precise description of the verse! an! of its cargo. 

2. To collect in a sealed paper, after having made out the inventory, all

You will treat as 
prisoners of war, with the above exceptions, all perrons found on board the 

“enemy's vessels. You will not pot any further restraint on the subjects of 

aallied or neutral Powers beyond what is necessary to the security of the 
vessel. As to your own countrymen, you will treat them according to your 
general instructions, and you will not remit them under ‘any circumstances 

“to a foreign authority. Persons found under exceptional circumstances on 

‘board the captured vessels are to be finally sent back to their country if they 
Delong to the allied nation, and if they are neutral or enemies, are to be 
sgreated as if taken by yourself, without reference to any other Power. 








TRADE CONVENTION. 


U in the event of hostilities commencing between her Majesty and 
nar orpoet lly the Emperor of the French on the one hand, and the Rmperor 
of China on the other hand, it is the intention and desire of her Majesty and 
of his Majesty the Emperor of the French, to act during such hostilities in 
strict conf-rmi y with the declaration respecting Maritime Law, signed by 
the Plenipotentiaries of Great Britain, Austria, France, Prussia, Russia, 
Sardinia, and Turkey, assembled in Congress at Paris, and dated April 16, 
1856 ; and whereas her Majesty is willing to extend the benefits of the 
said Declaration of Paris to all powers which may be neutral in the said 
paicrniar the adi f her Privy C 

her Majesty is pleased, by and with the advice of her rivy Coun- 
sahee eeder; and its hereby ordered, that so far as regards the ships of any 
‘Seutral Power, the flag of any such Power shall cover the enemy’s goods, 
with the exception of contraband of war; 10 that no foods of enemies 
found on, board any ship belonging to the subjects of such neutral Power, 
or to those inhabiting within the dominions of any such Power, and duly 
entitled to use the flag of such Power, shall be subject to capture or con- 
demnation by reason only of such goods being enemies’ goods ; all other 
Jiabilities to capture and condemnation, respectively, of enemies’ goods and 
neutral ships being reserved and remaining in all respects az before the de- 
claration of the said Congress at Paris, of the 19th of April, 1856. 


And it is hereby further ordered that neutral goods, with the exception of 
contraband of war, shall not be liable to capture, under the enemy's flag, by 
reason only of said goods being under the enemy's flag ; all other liabilities 
to capture and condemnation of neutral goods being reserved, and remaining 
in all respects as before the declaration of the said Congress at Paris of the 
16th of April, 1856; provided always, and it is hereby ordered, that no- 
thing herein con’ained shall be applicable to or shall be construed, deemed, 
or taken 80 as to opernte or apply to, or in favour of, any person, ship, or 

oods whatsoever, which ray be captured for breaking, or attempting to 
preak, or which may be lawfully adjudged to have broken or attempted to 
break any blockade maintained by a force aufficient really to prevent access 
to the coast of theenemy ; but that all such Persons, ships, and goods may 
be duly taken cognisance of, proceeded upon, adjudicated, dealt with, and 
treated, in all respects and to all purposes according to the course of Admi- 
galty and the law of nations, as if this order had never been made, any- 
thing hereinbefore to the contrary in anywise notwithstanding. a 

And ic is further ordered that, notwithstanding the existence of hostilities 
between her Majesty and her august ally on the one hand, ie she 
Emperor of China on the other hand, and du:ing the continuance thereof, 
all and every the subjects of her Majesty and of her august ally the Emperor 
of the French, shall and may, during such hostilities, freely trade at and 
with all ports and places wheresoever situate in the dominions of Ching, A 
also with all persons whomsocever, as well subjects of the semper of China 
as others residing or trading within any part of the dominions of the said 

roperor, . . : 
* And it is further ordesed and declared that if any Chinese ship 
Sr yowele shall be captured or taken by any of her Msiesty’s euele 
or forces, having on board any merchandise or goods being the bona fi 
property of any subject or subjects of her Majesty or of her egal dl ly 
‘the Emperor of the French, such merchandise or goods shall not be subject 
cor liable to be condemned as prize, but shall, on the proof of such property, 
ps aforesaid, be restored to the owner or owners thereof; provided always, 
and it is hereby ordered, that this order shall not apply, or be construed, 
deemed, or taken to operate to, or apply to or in favour of, contraband of 
war, oF to trading in supply of, or dealing with, any articles or things 
which it may be declared by her Majesty and her august ally shall be 
deemed and taken as contraband of war, or to any trading or attempt to 
trade with places subject to effective blockade by the ships or fleets of her 
Bajesty and her august ally, or either of them; and it is further ordered, 
that her Majesty's officers and subjects, and especially her Majesty's courts 


and officers exerci-i ize jurisdiction, do take notice hereof, and 
govern themselyes accordingly. eee ‘ :

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Hona Koxe.—(28.) Earl Grev presented a petition from certain persons 
in Sheffield and Newcastle, complaining that an offic r of the local Govern- 
ment at Hong Kong had been mixed up with a proceeding of so improper a 
character as @ pirati-al attack on a Chinese village, The noble earl said he 
knew nothing of the transactions adverted to by the p-titioners beyond what 
had appeared in the newspapers, but he thought the state of affairs at Hong 
Kong required serious considcration.—The Duke of Newcasrir said he had 
as yet received no accounts from Hong Kong of the particular attack stated 
in the pe:ition to have been made; and had he been aware that the noble 
earl intended to present the petition that night he would have inquired 
whether any despatches on the subject bad been brought by the mail just 
arrived, He assured the Hou-e that there was not that neglect on the part 
of the Colonial Office which the petitioners—members of the foreign affairs 
committees of Sheffield and Newcastle—supposed to exist because every 
determination of the Government was not commun cated to them. (Laughter.) 
An enormous blue-book had been printed by the Colonial Office in reference 
to all these transactions at Hong Kong, which reflected little credit on the 
parties concemed, and s ¢yreful inquiry had been instituted respecting them, 
On his appointment to the Colonial Office he found that his predecessor in 
office had nominated a new Governor for Hong Kong, in consequence of the 
anticipated return of Sir J. Bowring. He, there‘ore, d'rected the new Go- 
Yernor to make an inquiry into the various charges raised by Mr. C. An- 
stey, cautioning him, however, against stirring up again all that mass of mud 
which appeared to have encumbered society in Hong Kong, Hehad not yet 
received an account of the result of the inquiry prosecuted by that gentleman. 
He was bound to add, though with the greatest possible regret, that in no 
rt of her Majesty's dominions was libel ao rife and flagrant as in Hong 

‘ong. For men to libel one another in the most reckless manner seemed to 
have become the normal state of society in that island. There had been 


Prosecutions for libel, some of which were successful, and some not successful, 
bat he mentioned this to caution their lordships against placing the same 


amount of credit in statements in Hong Konz newspapers, unless authenti- 
cated by other circumstances, as, he was happy to say, they were accustomed 
to place in statements published in English newspapers. (Hear, hear !) The 
inquiries into these charges bad not been neglected, and he hoped that those 
who were interested in the well-being and respectability of the society of 
Hong Kong would further any efforts which he might make to redeem the 
colony from the evil repu-ation which in consequence of these transactions 
attacted to it, (Hear, hear!) The Earl of Harpwicke said it was quite 
impossible that the Government could undertake to enter into ® correspon- 


dence with committees on foreign affairs; but he was rather inclined to ap- 
plaud these associations, 


he believed generally of artisans—at all events, 
they were artisans who formed a deputation from one of the committees on 
foreign affairs which wa'ted upon him. They took pains to read all the 
Parliamentary papers, and to instruct themselves, to the best of their ability, 
in foreign affairs. He believed they were extremely well-informed men, and 
he should be sorry if they imagined they were treated with indignity be- 
cause the Secretary of State refrained from a correspondence upon subjects in 
which they took great interest. (Hear, hear H) 


Curwrtaniry in Inpra.—(J uly 2.) The Duke of Mantzoroven, in 
spite of appeals from Lords Derby, Granville, Shaftesbury, and other peers, 
who sll u:ged h'm to delay his motion, moved a resolution—“ That the 
British Government, as representatives of a Christian nation, is charged with 
the duty of promoting the m:ral as well as the social welfare of the people 
of India; and that it was the opinion of the House that the authoritative 
exclusion of the Bible from the Government colleges and schools ought to 
be removed ; and to address her Majesty to give directions for carrying the

‘Witrovensy called attention to the unsatisfactory state of the estimate for 
the expenses of the Chinese war, and insisted that a more detailed state~ 
ment ought to be submit'ed to the House, distinguishing between the various 
heads of expenditure, and setting forth in particular the expenses on account 
of the British forces, and giving an abstract of the moneys that had already 
been paid or drawn for up to the present time on account of the Chinese 
war.—General Pest entered into various details respecting the military ex- 
penditure, and remarked that as long since as February last he had declared 
that the £500,000 then asked for would prove altogether insufficient to de- 
fray the charges already incurred in anticipation of the war in China,— 
After a few words from Mr. B. Cocurang and Mr. Warner, the House di- 
vided. For going into committec, 198; against, 13—185.—The House 
having gone into Committee of Supply, Mr. S. Henpert moved a vote of 
credit to the amount of £3,800,000 on account of the war with China, Ad- 
mitting that the estimate now before the House was given in the gross, and 
toa great extent upon mere guess, he submitted that it wi possible to 
state details on the subject, and that any attempt to specify particular 
items must prove illusory. After giving some explanations touch- 
ing the despatch of troops, transports, &c., he observed that 
the vote comprised a sum of about £443,000 due to the Indian Government, 
arising out of charges left unsettled from the last China war. Of the total 
amount now asked for, he believed, on a rough calculation, that two millions 
would be required for expenses incurred in India; £1,500,000 for military 
and £300,000 for naval expenses in England.—Sir H. Wituovensy ob- 
served that the mixing up of India and home expenditure was introducing 
serious confusion in our finances. He trusted that means would be found 
hereafter to keep the accounts separate.—After some observations from Mr. 
T. Hankey, Sir 8. Northcote, General Peel, and Sir F. Baring,—The Cuan- 
cRLLor of the ExcHEquer said that the announcement of the enormous sum 
required for the war with China had taken himself by surprise, as it seemed 
to have surprised the Hous», The demand was also go recent that he knew 
nothing about it when making his budgetary statement, and could not then 
even introduce the £443,000 for past transactions. He proceeded to ex- 
plain the methods by which charges incurred for wars in Asia were defrayed 
in part by the Indian Government, and which placed it out of the power of 
the home Ministry to frame detailed estimates, obliging them to submit merely 
conjectural statements of the probable expenditure to Parliament.—Sir J. 
Pakrnoron thought the House had a right to demand fuller information, 
not only as to the expense, but also as to the policy of the Gov mment 
with regard to the China war, If the cost of the war coul.l net be told 
when the budget was brought forward in February, the event was at any 
Tate probable, and the Government w.re not justified, under the circum- 
stinces, in remitting taxes and t.mpering with’ the finince of the country. 
Mr. B. Cochrane moved the adjournment of the debate. Lord J. Russet 
recognised the serious responsibility arising out of the proccedings in China, 
but cbserved that the Inte Administrat‘on must share in that responsibility, 
the events which had culminated in w:r having occurred while they held 
office, and in consequence of orders from Lord Malmesbury and Sir J. 
Pakington himeelf. Sir J. Eurutxstoxs and Sir C. Napier having briefly 
spoken, Lord PaumEnrston hoped that the Committee would come to a vote 
that night. After some further diecussion, in which Mr. B. Cocuranr and 
Mr. Disrazct took part, the vote w.s reduced, at the suggestion of Sir H.

Britis 4xD Forxign Suippinc.—Every year adds its contribution of 
experience in respect to the practical effect in the change in the navigation 
Jaws which was determined on in 1849. ‘The general shipping trade of the 
country has more than doubled since 1843, the total entrances and clear- 
ances in that year having been 7,678,791 tons, while in 1859 they were 
19,384,606 tons. The British tonnage which entered in ballast only was 
625,818 tons in 1848, and 1,193,187 tons in 1859; and the foreign ton- 
nage which entered in a similar manner was 296,056 tons in 1843, and 
938,092 in 1859, The British clearances in ballast comprised 908,527 tons 
in 1848, and 503,985 tons in 1859; the foreign tonnage which cleared in a 
similar manner was 315,370 tons in 1848, and 931,389 tons in 1849. The 
total British entrances and clearances in ba'last consequently exhibit an ine 
crease of nearly 11 per cent., and the foreign an increase of 206 per cent. in 
1859 as compared with 1843, showing that foreign vessels now experience 
more difficulty than formerly in obtaining freights,

WRECK OF THE P. AND O. CO.S STEAMER 
“ MALABAR.” 

In the letter of the special correspondent of The Times from 
Galle, on the wreck of this vessel, the unfitness of Galle asa 
station for the P. and O. Company was, among other things, 
pointed out, and not the least prominent feature in the letter 
was, that Lord Elgin, Baron Gros, and the said correspondent, 
were the three leading men on board the vessel at the time of 
the wreck. Lord Elgin sitting calmly on deck, sending his 
compliments to the Captain wishing to know if he intended 
going to sea,and the curt reply, “going to sea, she is going 
down,” certainly required an artist to photograph. The excite- 
ment at the time, however, must have been considerable, and 
it is perhaps hardly fair for us, not partaking of it, and “ who 
sit at home at easc,” to be too critical ; certain it is that the 
public was once more indebted to that wonder of the world, 
The Times, for a full and interesting narrative of this addition to 
tho many losses of the P.and O. Company’s steamers, and no 
one can, we think, in this case blame the Captain, We do not 
agree with those who are of opinion that it was his duty to 
have had stcam up, or rather the fires lighted and banked while 
lying there, The idea of going to sea was an error in judg- 
ment ; tle leak could not be expected to become less, and 
admitted that the engines would keep her from sinking, she 
maust return to port sooner or later, and it was the wisest course 
to beach her before it was too late. That this decision, how- 
ever, was adopted by the Captain, is not clear, it is only 
inferential. It is idle to quibble as to whether the Captain or 
Pilot was in charge at the time, we see no fault to find with 
either, the ship was properly moored at the time, and it was 
an accident which no human precaution could have prevented. 
The Times in a leading article condemuing the discretion of the 
P. and O. Company in selecting Point de Galle—which appeared 
in the last issue of the London and China Express—has been 
addressed by the secretary of the company, with a copy of the 
following correspondence with the Admiralty, which clears the 
company from blame :— 

“To mm Secretary or THE ADMIRALTY. 


“ Sir,—By order of the directors of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam 
Navigation Company, I have the bonour to transmit to you, for the informa- 
tion of the Lords Comm’ssioners of the Admiralty— 

“1, An extract from a report made by Capiain Twynam, the company’s 
agent at Point de Galle, and 

«2, A report from commanders of steam-vessels of the company, practi- 
cally acquainted with the port of Point de Galle. 

“A reference to these documents, the directors submit, will show that 
Point de Galle has, in consequence of the growing up of coral rocks and the 
large increase of steam communication with India, China, Australia, &.,

Repry.—“ Gentlemen,— With reference to your letter of the 6th of June 
lost, Iam commanded by my Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty to 
acquaint you that they have received representations of the great inconve- 
nience that would be imposed upon the commercial community, and upon 
the residents in the southern and western parts of Ceylon if the mails and 
passengera were disembarked at Trincomalee; and from the absence of 
effective means of communication between that port and Colombo, as well as 
from the delay which would arise fiom convey'ng the outward mails 260 
miles beyond Point de Galle, and disembarking them at a distance of 185 
miles of land carriage from Colombo, my lords fear that during the south- 
west monsoon it would not be safe to obviate this inconven,ence by requiring 
the mails and passengers to be landed in the roads of Colombo. My lords 
have also had under their consideration the delay that would occur in the 
transmission of mails to and from China and Australia by requiring the 
packets to meet at Trincomalee, and therefore, without questioning the im- 
miense superiority of the latter port over Point de Galle for the reception of 
large steamers, their lordships are not prepared, at present, and without 
further consideration, to sanction the alteration—I am, &., W. A. B. 
Haniz10x.—25 Ang. 1854.” 


Point de Galle for situation is well selected as the terminus 
for the trunk steamers, but it is not the safest port in Ceylon. 
Trincomalce is undoubtedly more secure, being on the lce-side 
during the monsoon, but it is fully 100 miles out of the direct 
route for China and Australia. Some time since, when com- 
menting on the loss of the P. and O, steamer Alma, we advo- 
cated the necessity of keeping always spare steamers at Galle 
and Aden for au emergency. This is more than ever manifest 
by the many “ break-downs” of the P. and O. Company’s ships. 
The Jeddo lately broke down, and the Nubia, with outward 
mails of the 26th of May, broke her main shaft in the Red Sea, 
in addition to the Malabar wreck. It is also open to dispute 
how far it is prudent to trust so many mails on board of ono 
vessel. According to the present arrangement one vessel con- 
veys the India, Australia, Straits, China, and Japan mails from 
this to Alexandria, and from Suez to Galle, and conse- 
quently any accident occurring to one of these boats the whole 
of these mails are jeopardised, The Australian interests should 
be sufficient to establish a scparate line. An independent 
through line was bargained for when tenders were invited ; but 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company having underbid other 
competitors, it has thrown the safety of the Australian postal 
despatches on to the Indian Mail Service, 


The loss of this screw vessel has also opened another ques- 
tion, and that is the respective qualities of the screw and paddle. 
On this subject we quote the following from Mitchell’s Steam 
Shipping Journal :— 


A few years ago, tuch was the rage for the stern screw, a man whe 
should have predicted the building of a steamer to be propelled by a side 
wheel, in 1860, would have been considered either an enthusiast or a person 
with strong prejud’ces, The Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation 
Company, who are among the most enterprising of Steam-Shipping Proprie- 
tors, were so infatuated with the stern propeller that they had several of 
their vessels converted from padile to screw, and went on building ships to 
be driven by screws, Mr. Anderson placed a beautiful working model of 
the Stm/a’s screw machinery in the Crystal Palace. The Company have pur 
chased, within the last few years, screw vessels, but they now appear to be 
building paddle-wheel ships. ‘This change is owing, we suspect, to the dis- 
like to their screw fleet so openly expressed by the travellers along their line, 
but more particu'arly to the constant breaking of the fans. Cunard’s paddle- 
wheel ships, and the same description of vessels belonging to the Royal Mail 
Company, are notorious for their immuni'y from accidents. As a general 
rule, they are never driven into port with deranged machinery, and they 
manage to make their passages under steam, But is it not possible to have 
prope'lers that shall avoid, on tle one hand, the necessity for ponderous 
paddle-boxes, or, on the other, screws at the extreme end ofa ship? We 
have seen working models of a double screw; that is, a screw fitted on each 
querter, and called “ quarter” screws. Then why not try this medium be- 
tween the side wheel and the stern screw? In a merchant steamer there 
would be a loss of space by the fans, on revolving, having to pass into a 
semi-circular box-formed receas; that is to say, the fans, after becoming level 
with the shaft on which they were set, would enter a covered way, and, as 
they emerged again, they wou'd strike the water, propel the ship, and again 
revolve as before, The aperture in the fore part of the after run of the ship 
would be lost to passenger space, or cargo; but aa only one-half of the 
blades of the screw would be covered by it, the space forfeited would not be 
of any serious consequence. The noisc of the screw, working thus ina re- 
cess, would Le very trifling; and the propulsion, in this manner, from under- 
neath the quarter, would be more desirable than the present plan, The 
fins of the swiftest fish are on what may be term.d the quarter; 
and if power can be got from a prope'ler under the broad part of the run, 
on each a'de of the ship, what has been so long desired will thus be accom- 
plished. We observed the other day a small French steamer, with a double 
propeller, on the hard at Scott Russcil’s factory at Millwall ; but the s.rews 
in this instance were in the ordinary place—near the stern, by the dead 
wood ; and as the machi.ery was amidships, the objectionable shaft along 
the keelson, which assists so much the rolling propensity of vessels driven 
by the stern, could not be dispensed with. There aze one or more vessels. 
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propelled by double shafts and two screws, but we have not been favoured 
with the results of their steaming. Those we have seen have very small 
blades, and seem to take no hold of the water. By allowing the ecrew, on 
its upper round, to revolve ina kind of well, the fans can be nearly double 
the length, and their grip would be thereby greatly enhanced. When the blades 
of a acrew vessel get fouled, or are broken, no matter what the emergency 
of the moment, the motive or mechanical power is destroyed. If a paddle- 
‘wheel is broken, there is still one wing left to work with. When a screw 
ship presents her stern to the shore, working ahead to gain sea-room, if there 
js a heavy in-shore swell, the chances are she strikes abaft, and breaks 
the propeller. The screw also is liable to be fouled by chains or wreckage ; 
put if the propellers are set further forward, there is less danger from acci- 
dent from such causes, It has been proved in many instances, but in a 
marked manner in the burning of the Aust, ia, that the vortex made by the 
turning of the screw sucks everything to it. The boats of the Austria 
were drawn towards the screw and disabled by the blades. Everything 
thrown overboard, or lowered from a ship when in motion, is carried aft; 
and if it is a rope, or chain, and the end is fastened on board, it is certain 
to swing into the stern and be caught in the screw. This is the insuperable 
objection to a stern propeller.” 


THE INDIAN ARMY. 


Tue journalist who loves ouly to ride the winning horse has 
of course ’ere this discovered that the local European Army of 
India is a hack which will not suit his purpose. Zhe Thunderer, 
as Mr. Anthony Trollope styles our most influential contempo- 
rary, has for some time discarded that much abused aminal. 
The Government, the House of Commons, and The Zimes have 
ridden him in turn, but his day is past—with wild whoops of 
exultation he is consigned to the slaughter. “The Horse 
“ Guards for ever! Down with Leadenhall Street !” is now the 
cry ; but we did not think so well of the former when we con- 
templated the arrangements during the Crimean campaign, nor 
so badly of the latter when we first heard how the servants of 
the East India Company were with almost superhuman exer- 
tions and unconquerable heroism preserving our Empire in the 
East. On the evening of the 2nd inst. the Bill for the Repeal 
of the Act so recently passed empowering the Government to 
raise 30,000 troops for service in India was read a second time 
in the House of Commons. We have not been sorry to observe 
that the Opposition members, with a due sense of its import- 
ance, have refrained from treating this as a party question, 
The support which General Peel has given to the Government 
proposal as opposed to the views of his late colleague, Lord 
Stanley, is sufficient evidence of this, Each has doubtless only 
given utterance to his conscientious convictions. As it is not 
probable that Lord Derby will array the forces of the Opposi- 
tion in support of the views so ably propounded by his son, the 
measure will doubtless secure the assent of the House of Lords. 
We suspect, therefore, that the Government scheme, or rather 
that part which they have been pleased to unfold, is practically 
carried. We are, nevertheless, scarcely prepared to credit the 
rumours which daily thicken around us. Surely that recent 
convert to the doctrine of Horse Guards infallibility, Sir 
Charles Wood, will pause before he proposes to disband the 
entire Indian Army, but if not, we trust Parliament will well 
consider before they overturn the military and political systems 
of India by reducing the men, high caste and low caste alike, 
who have won renown in countless battle-fields, to the position 
of an ordinary constabulary. 

The scheme as at present unfolded is, however, of sufficient 
importance to occupy our attention, Wesubmit that prima fucie 
the matter stands in favour of the local European Army for India. 
It was for the Government to prove their case, It was for them 
to show that the system they were about to subvert had worked 
ill, and that the system they were desirous of substituting was 
one which, in the balance of experience, had not been found 
wanting. Now we are disposed to think that neither of these 
things is proved. They wisely decline to say much in favour 
of home efficiency, knowing that it is a phrase bearing too close 
an affinity with that rather ugly word patronage, but they 
detail with evident relish the evils which the existing organisa- 
tion has generated. More particularly are we told to look to 
the acts of insubordination committed by the local European 
troops in 1858 and 1859. It appears, in truth, to have been 
the contemplation of their depravity that sccured for the amal- 
gamation scheme the glorious result of Sir Charles Wood’s con- 
version. But the Governor-General Lord Palmerston appointed 





wrote strongly on this subject to Lord Palmerston’s Government. 
Scarcely more than two months since (the date of the despatch 
is only 5th May, 1860,) Lord Canning thus refers to these 
troops :—“I doubt whether due allowance has been made for 
“the very exceptional circumstances which attended them. 
“ . . . . The men themselves were at a disadvantage.” 
And again,—“TI do not think that the occurrences to which I 
“ refer furnish grounds for abolishing that army as being incapa- 
“ble of being brought into order.” Such is the deliberately 
recorded opinion of the statesman who has possessed, of all 
others, the best opportunities of forming a correct estimate of 
what the advocates of the Government scheme now term the 
“ mutiny ” of the local European forces, It is no doubt true 
that at the time Lord Canning wrote thus he was not aware 
of the decision at which the Home Government had arrived, but 
we cannot sce how the feature in the Government plan of 
making a Separate Staff Corps would have altered the grounds 
upon which that decision was based. Unfortunately for the 
Government case, we all too well remember that, at the time, 
Lord Palmerston went quite as far as a statesman could go in 
excusing the disaffection of these men. Mr. Sidney Herbert 
must have forgotten this when, at the close of the recent de 
bate, he so triumphantly contrasted the Queen’s army with the 
European Indian army. “ What,” he asks, “happened the 
“other day?” He proceeds to tell us—‘Some regiments 
“ were detached from India to go to China, under the command 
“ of Sir Hope Grant, and by some inexplicable blunder the au- 
“ thorities proceeded to pay the officers ona scale calculated ac- 
“ cording to Indian allowances, because they were drawn from 
“ the army in India, but did not pay the soldiers in the same 
“manner, The men remonstrated.” Of course they did. 
“ Ay,” says our War Minister, “but they didn’t mutiny.” It 
would have been strange if they had. Their remonstrances 
gained them the extra pay, but the other mens’ remonstrances 
did not procure for them the coveted bonus. 


The advocates of the almagamation scheme leave the region 
of argument with all convenient speed, and fall back on “ au- 
“ thority.” Here, however, if the case be fairly stated, the 
victory is not with them. Vanitas vanitatum! So sang Solo- 
mon; so sings Mr. Thackeray. The Governor whom our 
Ministers have recalled, Sir Charles Trevelyan (a man whose 
opinion is undoubtedly of considerable value except where sub- 
ordination is an element of the question), is with them. The 
Governor they retain emphatically reiterates that “the interests 
“ of India require that there should be an army devoted to 
“India.” Next let us bear in mind on this point of authori- 
ties that the Council chosen to assist the Secretary of State for 
India is, as we believe,—but if not it ought to be—composed 
of the men most capable of advising him on these difficult 
questions. It is well known that there is not one man who sits 
a; that Board, with the exception of Sir Charles Wood himself, 
who is not opposed to this amalgamation scheme. We shall 
make no attempt to. enumerate all the experienced advocates 
of the local European army, but where, we ask, shall we find 
men whose opinions are more entitled to consideration than Sir 
Archdale Wilson, Sir James Outram, and “ the Saviour of 
“ India,” Sir John Lawrence? We admit that on either side 
high authorities are ranged, and we by no means contend that 
the United Army does not present some advantages, but tofour 
minds they are small when contrasted with the benefits that 
will be lost: and we must at any rate remember that those now 
enjoyed are tangible, while such as may accrue are, of course, 
only prospective. It would be a work of supererogation were 
we to enlarge upon the objections which have been urged 
against the proposal of the Government, but we cannot refrain 
from expressing our earnest hope that in the arrangements 
which will be made consequent upon its acceptance by Parlia- 
ment and the Crown, our ministers will not be unmindful of 
the immeasurable importance of the interests involved. This, 
viewed as a whole, is not a mere question of etiquette, of 
patronage, or of military organisation, but one on the right de- 
cision of which is probably dependent the retention of that 
vast empire which sprung from the enterprise and energy of 
some of the worthiest of our ancestors—which was consoli- 
dated by the genius of Clive and Hastings—which has been 
recently secured to us at so enormous a cost of treasure and of 
blood, and in our maintenance of which is bound up not alone 
much of the commercial prosperity of this great country, but, also, 
it may be, the safety, honour, and welfare of countless millions 
of the human race. 
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GENERAL HANCOCK’S SCHEME FOR THE EUROPEAN 
REGIMENTS IN INDIA. 


The new regiments to consist each of two battalions; each battalion to be 
of the same strength as other local regiments. The non-commissioned offi- 
cers and rank and file for each battalion, to the extent of three-fifths of the 
established strength, to be obtained by volunteering from the regiments of 
the line in India, to be confined to approved men of from three to twelve 
years’ service. The remainder to be supplied partly by volunteering from 
regiments of the line in England, and partly by recruiting. The commis- 
missioned officers for one-half the number of battalions to be supplied from 
the local army by transfer, according to the established system on occasions 
of augmentation ; and for the other half by volunteering from the regiments 
of the line in India, The regimental promotion of commissioned officers up 
to the rank of major to be made in each battalion, as in other local regi- 
ments, and to the superior grades in the line, agreeubly to the established 
system ; but the officers of each regiment to be liable to serve with either 
of its battalions, at the discretion of the Commander-in-Chief, and to be so 
posted by him for that purpose in the first instance as to equalise in each 
the numbers of each grade received from the line and fr-m the loci 
army. The commandant of each battalion to be appointed by selection 
from the whole of the infantry lieutenant-colovels of the local army of 
each Presidency ; the adjutant and other commissioned staif from the 
subalterns posted to served with it, The volunteers (non-commis- 
sioned and rank and file) to be enlisted into the local army for 
ten years, receiving the usual bounty ; to be held entitled to count for pen- 
sion all their previous service in and out of India; and to a full participa- 
tion in all the advantages and privileges guaranteed to the non-commis- 
sioned officers and soldiers of the local army by the Act of Victoria, 1858. 
The volunteers (commissioned officers) to be held entitled to full participa- 
tion in all the advantages and privileges, of whatever kind, guaranteed to 
the officers of the local army by the Act of Victoria, 1858, and to count for 
pension all their previous service in and out of India, The non-commis- 
sioned officers and soldiers of the battalions of the Ime to be reduced, to be 
draughted into other regiments of their own selection, to fill vacancies occa- 
sioned by the volunterring into the local army or that may subsequently 
occur ; the recruiting for such regiments as may thus obtain supernumeraries 
to be suspended until the same shall be absorbed. ‘he commissioned 
officers to be held entitled to succeed without purchase to the vacancies 
occasioned in other regiments by the volunteering into the local army ; those 
who may remain undisposed of by that arrangement to be placed on half- 
pay, agreeably to the established system in the line army. The infantry 
regiments of the line, which will become supernumerary on the Indian 
establishment on the formation of the new local regiments, to be withdrawn 
to England as early as practicable after the completion of the arrangements ; 
all recruits for those corps being retained in the meantime with their respec- 
tive depots.

Macmillan’s Magazine-—The first paper in this number is 
on “Swiss~French Literature; Madame de Gasparin.”

We suspect that when Mr. Alexander 
Smith wrote this paper he was fresh from the perusal of the 
Heenan-Sayers fight. It is not by such contributions as this 
that the poet who wrote “The Life Drama” will fulfil the pro- 
mise of his youth. “Tom Brown at Oxford,” despite its fine 
gentleman’s slang, progresses well. Garibaldi and Italy are 
treated of both in prose and rhyme. The number is not, how- 
ever, the best we have seen of this magazine. 


Colburn’s New Monthly.— Sicily ” is the subject of the first 
essay, “Garibaldi” that of the last. They are both suggestive 
and well-written articles, the latter furnishing many interesting 
particulars of the hero. Of still greater interest, at least to 
Englishmen, is the paper on “ Our National Defences,” which, 
like that on the same subject in the Cornhill Magazine a month 
or two since, deserves more than cursory perusal. ‘The other 
articles are for the most part of more than average merit.

CHUSAN. 

By the last mail we learn that Chusan is re-occupied, and that the first 
act of the new Chinese drama has commenced without opposition or blood- 
shed, although the long Bund and the fort on Joss House Hil, which cover 
Ting-has, were tempting places to mount guns upon, and would have proved 
formidable obstacles to an enemy in any other than Chinese hands. Pos- 
sibly the mandarins of Ningpo and Chipoo may remember the ineffectual 
struggle, and the terrible slaughter they twice endured in the first war, and

India, to the great loss of the former, and equal gain of the latter com- 
mand, In re-occupying a spot with which we were so long acquainted, we 
have a great advantage, if we know sufficiently how to profit by the expe- 
rience of our former eampa‘gn. We have, in the first place, to remember 
the terrible mor ality which all but exterminated the 26th Cameronians on 
the lonely range of wooded hills above T'ing-hae, and the comparative immu- 
nity from disease of the 98th and “of the Madras troops after they were 
quartered in the cantonment under the Bund, on the level of the paddy 
swamps; and it is the more indispensable to remember this, as the special 
correspondent of the Times, in his admirable report of his visit to Chusan, 
has pointed to the latter cantonment as having been, from its ill-chosen 
site, the cause of a frightful mortality, which might have been escaped on 
the hills, Actual experiment proved this very justifiable theory to be 
incorrect. The beautiful hills were so deadly as to give to Chusan the 
reputation of being so pestilential, that it was not worth retaining, when it 
might have been had for the asking; while the hospital and cantonment in 
the plain proved to be the healthiest place in China, or perhaps in the East ; 
they quite reinstated the island in public opinion, and caused many a sub- 
sequent regret that it had not, rather than Hong Kong, been the military 
head-quarters in China. It is well known among residents in malarious 
climates, that on the level of the plans there is less risk than on the hill- 
sides, owing to the gnses evolved from decaying vegetation being slightly 
lighter than the air, wh'ch causes them to rise to a certain, but not con- 
siderable height, where they remain stagnant, unless not dissipated by sea- 
breezes or strong currents of air; thus the sides of tropical hills are often 
uninhabitable, when the plain at the foot or the exposed summit, are both 
comparatively free from malarious influences. It must. however, for the 
credit of the Chusan hills, be remembered, that other besides local agencies 
were at work to cause sickness. The force had just returned from Yang-tee- 
Kiang, where the seeds of fever must have Leen generally contracted. It 
had also been greatly exposed to the sun at the capture of Chin-Kiang-Foo, 
where numbers of men perished by coup-ce-soleil, besides many other hard- 
ships and fatigues on shore, varied by long intervals of confinement on board 
ship. Thus the 98th Regiment, nearly 1,200 strong, were for six months 
shut up on board the Belleisle, till they landed under Colonel Colin 
Cumppbell for the attack on the Tartar camp, as a diversion in favour of Sir 
Hogh Gough's assault on the city. A sim which would have grilled a beef- 
steak, and made gun-barrels too hot to be handled, had a fearful effect, as 
may readily be imagined, on men whom want of condition, from long con- 
finement and ship diet, had rendered tuo feeble for such exposure. More 
than twenty men fell dead in the ranks, and the entire regin.ent sickened ; 
and it was only after long sojourn and rest in the Chusan Paddy fields, and 
with large contributions to the hospital and cemetery, and large drafts from 
home, that it recovered its original effective conditi-n, and earned jor itself 
and its officers in India the honours and rewards which a long and patient 
struggle with adversity of all kinds in China had so well merited. When 
first Chusan was ocupied by the 26th Regiment, the men were chiefly fed 
on salt meat, cured at Calcutta, of a detestably bad quality. They were 
marched at daybreak from the hills to the Bund, there to wait for their 
rations to be served cut, and to carry them back in. the het sun. ‘Ihey 
lived in tents, and got fora mere trifle as much Sam-shoo as would have 
poisoned a regiment. Moreover—and this perhaps was the chief cause of 
fever—the peasants were frightened for a time from their cultivation, and 
the paddy rotted over thousands of acres of irrigated fields, causing an 
amount of vegetable decomposition which even. under a cool:r sun would 
have been deadly, We have made an excellent step in the right direction 
from Hong Kong; and whatever may be the final result of the negociations, 
whether pe ce or war, we have every reason to rejoice that our troops and 
depéis are so well placed. In Chusan, life will be lexs of a burden than at 
Hong Kong. The artist and sporteman may find ample congenial occupa- 
tion, There is much to explore and to learn, and much good to be done in 
confirming and extending, by useful works and just treatment of the people, 
the good reputation we acquired in our last sojourn in these parts.— The 
Army and Navy Gazette. 








THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 


From time to time there has fallen upon the House of Commons, much 
meditating upon financial topics, startling hints of demands yet to be made 
for the war with China, In those alternations of deep despondency and 
high jubilation which took their turn while Mr. Gladstone was sounding 
the deep abyes of deficit and piling up the fanciful mound of increasing 
revenue, the minds of his hearers often turned to this unmeasured respon- 
sibility. The long shadow of a truculent Tartar stretched acrossthe floor of 
the House, and when the Chancellor of the Exchequer drew out his balances 
the thoughtful representatives of the millions of rueful taxpayers were con- 
cluding within themselves that the trath or falsehood of all the arithmetic 
they were trying to understand must depend very much upon what might be 
the frame of mind of a small knot of ignorant and obstinate Mandarins, who 
were intriguing in a barbarous city of the extreme East. These distant 
forebodings are now ascuming a palpable shape. They have not yet taken 
the form ofa printed reality, we do not see them yet in units and ciphers, 
but in the Parlian:entary report of our yesterday’s impression these ominous 
words occur :—“ Mr. Laing brought np the Estimate of the expenditure for 
operations in China.” ‘Ihe phrase is gently worded, It is called the 
“Estimate ;” in reality it is the Bill. The money is already spent. 
Months ago the dockyarde were in full activity, the arsenals resounded with 
the din of metal upon metal, the stores were being shipped, the troops were 
n.oving from all points of our dominion to this one threatened spot; and, a 
little late as usual, the force of the Empire was being concentrated upon that _ 
shallow, muddy, prospectless bay, which receives the waters of the Peiho. 
Thither gunboats have been long ago struggling through the wide ocean, 
and round the Stormy Cape, and larger ships have been more deliberately 
following, freigkted with British red- From India, Generals and 
arraies ave been passing in a quick stream to the designated rendezvous. 
Across the Isthmus of Suez Plevipotentiaries of high fame, great titles, and 
tremendous power, have been speeding to the spot of union. Gorgeous 
military and diplomatic staffs have been seen on the road of the general 
pilgrimage. In the House of Commons they may call this an Estimate ; 
taxpayers who read the newspapers know that it is a Will, It 
is not an obligation we may incur or refuse; it isan account of money 
spent. How much is it? Is it a matter of small importance? We 
have, according to the revenue accounts published on Monday a 
little surplus. Shall we toss this godsend into the China budget, and 
c’ear our memory of the matter? We fear we are not quit of the matter 
so easily. The um has not yet been named in print, but it may be two, 
and it may even amount to three, millions. Three millions represent a 
threepenny income-tax ; and however proud we may be of the seamanship 
of the lieutenants who navigate our gunboats, and of the promptitude 
which assembles such a force, just a l.ttle too late, in the Gulf of Pecheli: 
and of the generalship which will, as we may fairly anticipate, advance this 
force withont much dysentery or ophthalmia across a hundred and twenty 
miles of flat undefended country; still we cannot but think of those 
three pennies to be surrendered out of every pound of earnings, and feel 
some curiosity as to whether there is to be any actual advantage forthcom- 
ing from the sacrifice, If we saw our way clear toa final settlement we 
wou'd pay for it, not very willingly, but we would pay it, and wash our 
hands of all the dusty foolery and grotesque upholstery of these automaton 
Celestials. If we could be quite sure that all these ships and regiments, 
and magnificent staff, military and diplomatic, would settle all that requires 
to be settled, abate everything that requires to be abated, and for ever rout 
and discountenance, and put out of the possibility of future noxiousness, all 
these impregnable old gentlemen who are al ways hatching mischief at a safe 
distance, we should be inclined to make a great gulp and swallow this 
unpleasant demand. But is this so? What is going to be done for these 
our hardly earned two or three millions? If it is merely to keep the trade 
open, it would seem that the money is thrown away. According to all 
accounts Canton is very happy, Hong Kong goes on with its old comfortable 
routine of libel-trials and official squabbles much as usual, Shanghai in- 
creases in commercial movement every quarter, the tens come down to Foo- 
chow more regularly than the resident werchants choose always to admit, 
opium makes its way into the interior, and the exchanges can be so worked 
as to give reasonable inducements to a residence within the tropics, We 
have not heird of any massacre nt Amoy, or of any difficulties at Ningpo. 
‘Yea and silk are coming out, and opium and cotton goods are going in. 
We are aware that if any difficulty occurred in any matter of this kind it 
would be the duty of the property-classes and professionalcla'ses of 
England to turn their pockets inside out, and tumble all their 
coin into a heap to protect the China merchants, while they con- 
tinue to mike quick fortunes in short generations. But no ne- 
cessity of this kind has occurred, or seems even to threaten, What, then, 
is going to be done for these two or three millionst Before we pay the 
money we thtnk this ought to be thoroughly explained. Of course we must 
pay. The expedition is gone, and the cost has been incurred under the public 
eye and with ut Parliamentary protest. There seems, however, to be some 
probabil ty of this vast amount being utterly thrown away. There is at 
Peking a stupid, obstinate, faithless faction of old Mandarins who direct the 
affairs of the Chinese Empire. ‘They have never yet been reached, and 
they do not believe that they ever ean be reached. ‘hey hear of 
cities sacked by rebels, and of cities taken by foreigners, but they do not 
believe in Peking being reached by cither. They have no notion that there 
is any arm long enough to extend to their haunts, At the worstthey trust 
always to stop a barbarian envoy at Tien-tsin, or to buy a rebel leader 
before he gets inconveniently near. If we destroy this superstition, if we 
go straight up to Pekinz, as we might as easily as we might march from 
Salisbury to Devizes, this wretched clique might ran or might stay, but we 
should never have occasion to go there again. The Mandarins would have 
had their lesson. If, however, all these plenipotentiaries and staff officers, 
and soldiers and sailors, with their Armstrong guns and their tremendous 
stores, are only going to rectify some wordy diplomatic subtlety, and to 
make someth:ng plain upon paper, our money is cast uselessly away. There 
may be some use in giving the Chinese a lesson at Peking, but we have 
Positive proof that there is no usein making them sign any quantity of 
paper, We have got all that paper can give us; we have the Yangtse 
opened, and the North opened, according to paper right, All that we can 
possibly now usefully do is to show what happens when these paper rights 
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‘are violated. As to pressing, under such circumstances, for more paper 
rights. it would be like prosecuting a man who had given youn forged note, 
and compromising the matter upon his giving you more forged notes, In 
the first instance the acknowledgment of the right to free transit in China 
was invaluable; but, this having been obtained, any mere diplomatic recog- 
nition of that right is, instead of being worth three millions and a three- 
penny income-tax, not worth the peacock’s feather of the Mandarin who, 
with his tongue in his cheek, may sign it, A Chinese war properly con- 
ducted, aud with a just and practical object, would be a paying and a 
decisive thing, justifiable upon every ground of morality and expediency ; 
‘but a war for a certain number of scratches of Indian ink upon a certain 
quantity of bamboo paper—and this is what we fear this is likely to be—is 
something so absurd that we think it will be well for the Engiish public to | 
say of Chinese as they have said of Arctic expeditions, that the last has 
gone forth, and that, Jet who will get into a difficulty in those latitudes, we 
will spend no more lives and money there.— Times. 











CHINA TO PAY FOR THE WAR. 

‘Whether the £3,800,000 that are to form the expenses of the China war 
are introduced as a Bill or as an estimate is of little consequence, the im- 
portant consideration, which seems to be le‘t wholly out of sight, is the 
probability that this is rather money advanced than money expended. We 
certainly hope that the definite treaty of peace which will be concluded as 
the result of the present war will contain a stipulation, to be protected by 
adequate guarantecer, for the repayment of the expenses which we have at 
present to defray, We have seen that this is an expectation to be defended 
by precedent. And not only was it a stipulation made in the treaty of 
1842, and faithfully observed—material guaranteos being had for its per- 
formance—but Mr. Bruce is represented as demanding the payment of the 
expenses lately incurred by the British Government in the ultimatum which 
he presented to the Court of Pekin. We are compelled to find the money 
on the present occasion, much as Mr. Spring Rice and Mr. Goulburn were 
compelled to find the money for the war ended in 1842; but during the 
three years stipulated as the period of repayment in that case, the greater 
part, as we have said, of our expenditure was reimbursed to our Bxchequer ; 
and we need hardly apprehend, with such excellent prospects for the success 
of our arms, that we shall not elicit equally favourable terms from the 
enemy at the close of the present operations,—Aorning Post. 


THE CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER AND THE 
CHINA WAR 

Mr. Gladstone is one of those unhappy victims of superstition who are 
always under some dire necessity of passing the dearest children of their 
brain through the fire before some inexorable Moloch. He “ never loved a 
tree or flower” but it somehow or other became his fate to pluck it up with 
his own hands, He cherished the design of relieving the country from the 
oppression of the income-tax, and, instead of removing it,he has confirmed 
it, increased it, and carried it to a height it never before reached in time of 
peace; he set his face against all expenditure for providing against the 
possibility of aggression from France, and behold it is becoming his duty to 
find money to fort fy the arsenals and dockyards, which are the iron closets 
and strong boxes of the nation; he walked in the High Church altitudes 
and so reverenced authority that Oxford saw in him the incarnation of her 
own fond ideas, yet he is at this moment gathering around him all the des- 
perate political condottieri of the time, and is hallooing them on to an on- 
alaught upon the House of Peers. Lastly, but most inconsistently of all 
this composite giant, with head of brass and feet of clay, spent all his ener- 
gies a while ago to paralyze the exertions of his countrymen when those 
exert'ons were directed to the vindication of our national honour and our 
military and naval prowess in the China seas ; and he is now about to pro- 
pose to the House of Commons to vite no lessa sum than £3,800,000 for 
an expedition against China. Bef re we give Mr. G'adstone this very large 
sum we should like to know what he is going to do with the powerful fleet 
and army for which he requires it. If he has sent it out to take Lord Elgin 
‘up to Tien-tsin again, and to obtain a confi mation of the Treaty of 1858, or 
of any portion of that Treaty, will not only not be worth four millions, but 
not four farthings. All that paper can give ui we have. If we are to be 
constantly making pressure with an army and a navy whenever we require 
performances of those paper promises, advancing as the promises are dis- 
avowed and retiring when theyare renewed, it will be very much better to have 
no foreign re'ations with China whatever, We must ho'd these people to 
their treaty cbligations, just as we should any other people, or we must let 
them alone. We must goat the head of an army to Pekin, and show this 
tracculent knot of intriguers that we can reach them, or we sliall have to per- 
form this march t» Tien-tsin once every five ycars, till a wiser generation 
springs up in England.—Zimes, _———

John Bright provecting the 
Mandarins aud justifying the slaughter at the Peiho, and Mr. Williams 
making awkward fight for the British Treasury, wculd be nothing remark- 
able, ‘The curious epectacle will be the chonge of parts to be teken by the 
chief actors in the coming drama. Mr. Gladatone, the apologist and defender 
of Yeh—the Erglish statesan who cwld shut his eyes to the evils of a 
system of government which comprehended the massacres of the execution- 
ground and the t-rtures of the prisons at Canton, and who could give all 
‘his sympathies to the cunn'ng phrases which covered this pleasant system, 
and rv a'l his vehement denunciations for those wlio ventured to inter- 
fere with it— Mr. Glads‘one is to come forward and ask the House of Com. 
mone fur a vote of £3,800,000 in crder to en«ble himself and his colleagues 
tocarry ona war with China, On the other hand, Sir John Pakington, who was 
the first to give voice to the genc al indignation when the news of the Peiho 
treechery arrived, and who had made public profession that the Tory policy 
Yad changed, ani that they no longer preferred the glory of the Emperor 


















Hienfung to the lives of their own fellow-citizens—Sir John Pakington is 
about to make a motion which kas all the superficial appearance of hos 
tility to the war for which Mr. Gladstone is providing the sinews. No 
doubt, each of these gentlemen will show that he is perfectly consistent in 
a'l he is doing, but it cannot but be interesting to witness the dexterity of 
rhetorical fence by which this will be accomplished.—Z¥mes, July 12th,

THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 

In another part of our impression will be found two “Con- 
ventions” entered into between England and France, for’ the 
purposes of the present war, and for “ regulating the jurisdic- 
“tion to which shall belong the joint captures made by the 
“ allied naval forces, or of the captures of merchantmen belong- 
“ ing to the subjects of either of the two countries, which shall 
“ be made by the cruisers of the other, as likewise the mode of 
« distribution of the proceeds of such joint captures.” 

The various States by these conventions who have commercial 
relations with China will be enabled to carry on their trade 
during the ensuing hostilities without let or hindrance. This 
concessior. on the part of France and England will, of course, be 
as great an advantage to China as to the neutral States with 
which the Chinese have dealings. The tendency of modern in- 
ternational policy is to mitigate in every way the evils of war, 
more especially where it presses upon the industrial energies of 
nations. If the Chinese have not the full advantage of that 
policy in the exemption of the goods of neutrals, if found in a 
Chinese vessel, it is because the Chinese Government is no 
party to an arrangement entered into between the Maritime 
States of the West. The time, it may be hoped, is not far dis- 
tant when a better spirit will prevail in the councils of the 
Celestial Empire, and when it will be possible to include China 
in the comity of civilised States. There is a remarkable point 
in one of these conventions, we allude to the sentence which 
provides “that tne subjects of Great Britain and France shall 
“ and may freely trade at and with all forts and places whereso- 
“ ever situate in the dominions of China.” Our readers will 
observe that’ no reservation is made, but we presume it is in- 
tended to apply to the Consular ports only, but a subject trading 
to others would have strong grounds in his favour, and we ex- 
pect to see some usc it. 


THE VOTE FOR THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 

A Parliamentary paper informs us that the amount required 
at present is £3,356,104 for naval and military expenses, to 
which add a repayment of £443,896 to the Government of 
India for advances on account of former expeditions, making 
together £3,800,000, or, in round numbers, Four Millions. A 
few years ago this would have scemed a large sum. Tn 1845- 
1846 it would have been equal to one-fourth of our war ex- 
penditure. However, there it is; if it do but settle our rela- 
tions with the Chinese for the next half century the money will 
not be badly spent, but this is the doubt. The treaty was 
extracted, as Lord Elgin wrote at the time, from their fears, 
“and involving the surrender of some of the most cherished 
principles of tho traditional policy of the Chinese Empire,” 
and, as we designated it at first, it was too good to be true. 
The result to the farce of the vltimatum lately despatchedgto 
Peking by Mr. Bruce must have been well known to the inter- 
preters. Our precedents in our dealings with the Chinese have 
shown that our demands are never rightly interpreted or 
understood, and the consequences of an evasive reply are not 
sufficiently appreciated or dreaded. Had our ambassador 
—after the Peiho disaster had been reported, and replicd 
to by our Government—applied to the Court of Peking 
to send a special high commissioner to Shanghai to receive our 
demands on the subject of the Peiho affair, and the intentions of 
the Imperial Court in reference to this treaty entered into with 
Lord Elgin, we should have been spared the further subversion 
of a Government already crumbling and unable to control its 
subjects to the manifest injury of our trade. How can we push 
the sale of our manufactures among the Chinese, while they are 
being squeezed to the utmost to pay for the expenscs of a war 
waged by us, and their exports on the other hand black mailed 
by the rebels who are fast increasing all over the kingdom in 
consequence of the destruction into which the Government is 
driven by our acts? 

The Army and Navy Gazette has the following comments ;— 

We hope and pray that the omen of out peaceful occupation of Chu-an 
may be auspic’o:'s, that we may not becalled upon to renew the massacres of 
Chinghae and Ningpo, and that, even at this ninth hour, some loop-hole may 
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be found to escape from the toils of a mad and mischievous pelicy of our own 
waving. In folly it resembles the recent act of the mischievous fool who 
for a lark toppled «ver the rocking-stone in Cornwall. A very small impulse 
sufficed to send the tottering mass crashing and thundering don the cliff, 
‘but ‘all the king's horses and all the king's men’ might have vainly 
exerted every effort to replace and poise it on its ba e again. So with the 
‘present weak and unfortunate Government of China, which, t'ough long, 
shaky, and tottering, rul-d over half the world’s population, after a fashion 
‘of its own, but pretty efficiently till we meddled with it. A very slight shock 
will now overthrow it, and no earthly power wiil be able to replace it, and 
we, the agents of the mischief, must repair as well as we can the evil work 
of our hands. Bussia will look on with glee ; for while we and China are 
doing ourselves mutual harm, she stands by and coll:cts the spoil. While 
we were busy at mischief in Canton she acquired Saphaliere and part of 
Mantchouria. Our presence at Peking will justify her annexing Corea and 
the remainder of Mantchouria, whence she can exercise an overwhelming 
influence over Japan. We have already afforded a pretext for a further ad- 
‘vance by our occupation of Chusan ani Footo, and by the ominous pact we 
have made with the French fir a division of the plunder which is to gild our 
‘unholy alliance.” 





Impra Morimy Racrey Foxo.—The committee entrusted with the 
management of the fund raise! for the relief of sufferers in the late Indian 
mutiny, have issued their third annual report. In this document ample 
details are given respecting the administration of the large fund contributed 
in Bngland by way of supplement to the Governmental provision for losses 
sustained during the mutiny, and for the benefit of suffer: hose misfor- 
tanes from particular circumstances conferred no claim for compensation either 
from the Company or the Imperial Government. The total amount raised 
for this purpose from the beginning to the Slst of December last was 
£458,737, including the sums received for interest or investments; and it 
tells well for the careful management of the committee that the deductions 
from this amount, on account of salaries, cost of collection, and other miscel- 
Janeous expenses, fall short of £8,000, being exactly £7,989 lla. 4d., or 
about 14 per cent. of the whole fund. Of the amount contributed, 
£137,286 were remitted to India, and £71,450 appropriated in England for 
the relief of immediate distress, or as temporary loans, The residue, amount- 
ing to £289,145 has been invested asa provision for the more permanent 
claims upon the fund, These arise from the allowances granted to the widows 
and orphans of soldiers and sailors who have no pension from Government, 
‘and it appears that no less than 1,458 persons of these classes are now de- 
pendent on the fand who would otherwise be left destitute. The allowances 
to widows cease upon re-marriage, and are reduced if the recipient obtains 
remunerative employment ; those to orphans last until the children attain the 
‘age, if boys, of thirteen ; and, if girls, of fifteen. The committee had at one 
time resolved that all temporary relief should be discontinued at the end of 
1859. They have, however, relaxed this rule so far as to continue allow- 
ances fora further period of two years, is to say, to the end of 1861, to 
about 1,370 widows and orphans of soldiers, besides paying pensions to 362 
disabled soldiers for another year, unless they find means of eatning a liveli- 
hood meanwhile for themselves. For the claims of all sorts which the com- 
mittee have undertaken, it is calculated, by the ordinary rates at which as- 
surance companies compute similar risks, that the balance now in band, and 
invested in Government or Indian securities, will prove amply sufficient, 
‘The committee have, of course, carefully confined their liberality within this 
aafe and prudent limit. With larger funds they might have done more, as 
the distress which required relief was wide-spread and intense. 

Tua P. axp O. Co.'s Streammn “Onissa.”—The screw steamer 
Orissa, which has undergo complete overhaul and refit, went out for an 
official trial trip before lcaving for the India station. ‘the maximum speed 
attained was 13-235 knots, and the average of four runs 11-688 ; indicated 
horse power, maximum |1000, average 950; weights on board, 670 tons; 
draught of water, 16ft. Tin. forward, 7ft. aft. The speed would have been 
greater under more favourable circumstances ; a very strong tide, a high 
wind, and the large quan.ity of coal and stores on board comb ning to retard 

er. 

Bast Invia Compasy.—A General Court of Directors of this Company 
was held at the East India House on the 29th of June to consider the pro- 
vi-ions of a Bill for the future management of the affairs of the Company, 
proposed to be introduced into Parliament by the Secretary of State for 
India, Colonel Sykes, M.P., occupied the chair. The minutes of the last 
meeting having been read, he stated that the Bill in quest’on was now before 
them; it was exceedingly long, and would occupy a considerable time to read 
in detail, but the marginal notes would give information as to the contents. 
No not'ce of motion for leave to introduce the Bill had yet been given to 
the House of Commons, and therefore they were not yet in a posit‘on to 
present any petition, The preparation having been left to the directors, 
they had put themselves in the hands of counsel, and a petition had been 
drawn by them, fully meeting all the pointe in the Lill it was necessary 
they should refer to.—NMr. Beddome addressed the court at length, con- 
demning the proposition to give up the security fund to the Secretary of 
State for India, and suggesting some minor amendments in the petition. He 
concluded by moving thnt the petition be revised by three of the directors, 
and printed and circu’ated, together with the Bill, amongst the proprietors.— 
Mr. Arbuthnot concurred with the preceding speakers as to the advisability 
of printing and circulating the petition, but he did not entertain the same 
alarm that many gentlemen seemed to do as ‘to the result of this Bill if it 
were passed.—Mr. John Jones contended that Sir C. Wood was attempting 
to break up the Company entirely. The effect of this Bill was such that 
the Secretary of State would have to treat with each member of the Com- 
pany individually. ‘hey then lost their organisation, and with it their 
Power. So long as they continued to be a corporate body, with all the 
Prestige that its age gave it, they could make themselves heard effectually. 
It was impossible to say what the Government would do; they might put 
on an income-tax of 10 per cent. on their shares, or an absentee tax, and if 
they did so, individually the proprietors could not protest effectually against 
it; but if they retained their corporate character they could remonstrate and 
peas against such impositions, and by some of their number who were in 

‘arliament have their views properly represented there. He also suggested 
that the various proprietors should call the attention of the me.nbers repre- 
senting the districts in which they resided to this matter,

the deceased having property in this country which has been estim:ted for 
probate duty at £18,000. ‘The w:ll was first proved in the Supreme Cou.t 
at Bombay om the 4th of August last, by his three eons, ‘as executors, The 
deceased's relict, Dowager Lady Jejvebho; executrix, but is not acting. 
The will, bearing date 9th of April, 1858, is in English. He bequeaths to 
his wife, Dame Awaboye Jejeebhoy, a furnished residence and all her acquired 
property, and requests that she will dispose of her “‘jrys and jewels” to her 
children, one half to her daughter, snd the other half equally among her 
three sons; and he also ‘eaves her a sum of 200,000 rupecs. ‘To his only 
daughter (besides his former bestowals upon her) he lesves a sum of 100,000 
rupees, and to his eldest ren (the baronet) he leaves $00,000 rupees, and an 
equal share with his two biothers in the entire residue, There is a legacy 
o' 50,000 rupees to his sister, and legacies to his friends and others con- 
nected with him in his public pursuits, ‘The decorations presented to him 
by her Majesty Queen Victoria, and all other presents and tokens from 
public bodies he leaves to his eldest son, to be kept as heirlooms, 

Tae Nusgum or THE Late ALorat Suito.—The Chinese curiosities, 
forming the museum collected by the late Mr. Albert Smith, together with 
the large series of dioramic views of China, France, Italy, Holland, Ger- 
many, the Rhine, and Switzerland, have been sold under the hammer of 
Messrs. Oxenham, in the Chinese room of the Egyptian Hall, Piccadilly. 
Among the lots disposed of were a pair of the finest painted old Mandarin 
enamelled vases, 86 inches high, 14 guineas; a rare and curious ancient 
Nankin blue bottle-sh»ped vate and stand, pa‘nted with dragons, 30 inches 
high ; and a Nankin blue vase, carved wood cover and stand, with elephant's 
head handles, of fine and brijiant colour, same size, £14 7s. 6d.; two very 
curious Chinese pictures, formed of numerous groups of figures, elaborately 
worked and raised in si-k, representing Chinese thratricals, 8 guineas ; the 
eat in which Yeh was taken fetched £2 8s., and several other dresses found 
in his house, £4 4s, The rol ing panorama of the Canton river, painted by 
Mr. Beverley, the views from ske:ches by Mr. Baptista, of Hong Kong, and 
Yowqua, a native artist, and the figures from sketches by Mr. Chinnery, 
realised only £7 17s. 6d. A carved ivory junk, large size, in glass case, 
£8 58, The well-known rolling panorama of the Bhine fetched twenty-five 
guineas, The two days‘ sale was well attended. 

Wrece or te “ Fiery Cross.”—A correspondent, signing himself “ A 
Voice from Labuan,” calls attention to the loss of this vessel on a coral reefin 
the Ch’'na Sea. Heob-erves that it ia a wonder more vessels are not lost during 
the prevalence of the N.B. monsoon, as instead of going the Palawan passage 
they beat up amongst the coral reefs, where the Fiery Cross was wrecked. 
Our correspondent adda, that every rock and reef in the Palawan passage is 
laid down in the charts, and he insists, with considerable force, on its 
advantages. We are also reminded of the facilities which the position of 
Labuan gives as a harbour of refuge. Our corzespondent observes, that 
neither the captain, officers, nor passengers on board the Ficry Cross were 
certain Labuan was still in the possession of the British ; in fact, they appear 
to have been in complete ignorance of its existence as a British colony. 
They found in “The China Pilot’ that Labuan was a coal station, but was 
soon to be abandoned, and landing as they did, firet at the coal mines at the 
north end of the island, and finding the coal works abandoned, they mourn- 
fully made up ther minds to go to Sarawak, 400 miles distant, when a 
policeman, who fortunately spoke English, came to their rescue, and piloted 
them to Victoria Harbour, where they joyfully found a flourishing settle- 
ment, and such hospitality as the island could afford. 

Tux P, anv QO. Srgamer “ Matapar.”—In the letter of The Times 
correspondent from Gulle, on the wreck of this vessel, it is narrated that 
“some time ago a plan was submitted to the Imperial Government which 
would give Galle a secure harbour of 210 acres, with 74 fathoms’ water, at 
a cost of £300,000, instead of the present limited and frightfully insecure 
anchorage. It was proposed to make a breakwater from Watering Point to 
Duembs-Deva Rock, behind which ships wwuld ride securely in any weather. 
The dues from s'eamers alone would pay a large interest on the outlay, there 
being an average of twelve a month in Galle harbour, The work 
would present few difficulties, as the granite rock forming Watering 
Point could be easily blasted and tumbled into the sea. Sir Henry Ward 
strongly supported the scheme, and undertook that if the money were raised 
by loan one-third should be taken in the island. The home Government, 
however, did not consider itself justified in such an outlay on a colony, and 
the colony declares itself too poor for such an undertaking. Colombo is the 
shipping place for all the island produce, and Galle is a rendezvous for the 
China, Calcutta. Madras, and Australian steamers. The work is Imperial 
and not local ; Galle is the key of our present communication with the East, 
and nothing whatever has been done to improve its port. ‘The coaling and 
loading are performed by coolies who go above their waists in wa:er to the 
barges which cannot appronch the beach on account of the serf. Little more 
than,half the value of the Afalabar and her cargo would complete this har- 
Dour; and last year the Pen:neular and Oriental steamer Brnyul nearly ex- 
perienced a similar fate to the dfu.dar, and only escap d with considerable 
damaze. In the new harbour steamers would lie aloxgside the wharf to 
receive their coal and cargoes, saving the expense, inconvenience, and danger 
incurred at present.” Will it be done now, or shall we wait for another 
steamer, mails, and specie to be lost ? 

Loss or tHe “ Mazanan.”—A sccond letter, dated from Galle, June 5, 
has been published by The Times from its own correspondent, condemning 
the laxity of the P. and O. Company, and the repudiation of the expenses of 
the passengers while detained in Galle.

‘There are scarcely any transactions in the Russian Loan, A 
quotation is made of par to $ premium, but it is merely nomi- 
nal. The Committee of the Stock Exchange are engaged in seek- 
ing an explanation of the fact of the last loan of £12,000,000 
having been stated by Messrs. Thomson, Bonar, and Co. to be 
fully subscribed, while an announcement is now put forth by 
the Russian Government that only £7,000,000 was actually 
placed. 

It is said that there are now 1,300,000 bales of cotton stored 
in and about Liverpool, and in order to watch the warchouses 
efficiently, and prevent any fires which might break out gaining 
head, twenty additional police officers have been taken from 
their ordinary duties, and added to the fire brigade, while 
1,200 yards of spare hose had been placed in stock at the

Since the issue of the notice, stating that the Australian 
mail packets from Point de Galle would thenccforth proceed no 
further than Melbourne, and would land at that port the mails 
for New South Wales and New Zealand, arrangements have been 
made with the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Com- 
pany for those packets to continue their voyage to Sydncy, to 
which point, therefore, the mails for New South Wa!es and New 
Zealand will continue to be carried.

According to the statistics of 
vessels entered inwards, the Port of London shows an increase 
of 93 vessels, with a capacity of 46,814 tons; the difference 
between 421 vessels and 285,084 tons in 1859, and 514 ves- 
sels and 331,898 tons in 1860. he Port of Liverpool also 
exhibits an increase of 28 vessels, with a capacity of 13,428 
tons, the arrivals in 1859 having been 123 vessels and 
113,688 tons, and, in 1860, 151 vessels and 127,116 tons. 
The port of Bristol exhibits a decrease of seven vessels, with a 
capacity of 3,554 tons, the difference between 20 vessels and 
9,660 tons in 1859, and 13 vessels and 6,106 tons in 1860. 
In the case of the Clyde, also, a decrease is presented of 9 
vessels, with a capacity of 2,700 tons, the arrivals in 1859 
having been 14 vessels with a capacity of 5,977 tons, and in 
1860 only 5 vessels and 3,277 tons. The net increase has 
been 105 vessels with a capacity of 53,988 tons, the difference 
between 578 vessels and 414,409 tons in 1859, and 683 ves- 
sels and 468,397 tons in 1860. The principal increase has
